Portemouth, N. H., Aug. 27.—We have 
reached the most delicate, if not the crit- 
ical, moment of the conference. Yester- 
day’s sitting, which began at 8 in the at ter- 
noon, came near being the last. There was 
stricter secrecy than ever; even the secre 
taries were éxoluded. The Japanese seem to 
have expected some new proposal. 

No,“ said the Russians, “we have none 
to offer. Halt of Sakhalin and no indemnity 
are oun last words.” 

M. de Witte said it with a quiet firmness. 
which convinced the Japanese that it was 
no artifice of diplomacy, but an unalterable 
resolution. They sat silent. The Russians 
sat silent. M. de Witte lighted a cigaret 
and smoked alently,.+ Y lasted for eight 
minutes. 

Then Baron Komura, suggesting that it 
was a pity that the conference should break 


until Monday at 3 o’clock in the afternoon.

As a logician I have had 
my trunks packed. As a plenipotentiary I 
have had them unpacked, partly. If you 
ask me whether I think ~apan will make us 
a new offer, I angwer, ‘Yes, I think they 
will. I think they must, for reasons I will 
explain in a moment.’ 
But if you ask me whether I think this 
new. proposal will make any change in the 
situation I will say, ‘No. There remains at 
issue between us only a matter of indemnity. 
We have yielded half of Sakhalin. It isa 
fair compromise, and we can yield no more. 
Japan has yielded for the purposes of this 
conferénce her demand to limit’the Russian 
naval power in the east and her demand for 
the interned ships.

Now suppose Japan comes to us with some 
offer concerning indemnity. If she abandons 


But is it conceivable that she should abandon 
this point? If she does not, she can only 
reduce it from $600,000,000, her present figure, 
to some amount we are no more likely to pay. 
If she reduced it one-half we should still de- 
cline. In spite of your president, it is and 
must be with us a question not of money but 
of principle.” 

“ If any such proposition be made, shall you 
think it necessary to réfer it to the czar?” 

“No, Unless it conforms to his majesty’s 
instructions we shall reject it. I hear that 
the Japanese expect his majesty to change 
his mind. We do not. They think the prest- 
dent may renew his appeal. We understand 
the czar’s answer to that appeal as decisive. 

“Tf, as is said today, your president is dis- 
satisfied, we regret it, but we believe the 
world will say Russia has shown a spirit of 
conciliation and has gone as far as she could 
go with due regard to her interests and her 


honor. | 
England at Work for Peace. 


“But we think it possible a far 2 
influence is at work for peace; I mean far 
stronger than any your president could ex- 
ert, that of England. We have heard of a 
new treaty of Alliance between England and 
Japan signed not many days ago. 

“We have some reason to believe that 
while negotiations for a treaty were proceed- 
ing the English government allowed it to be 
understood that it strongly desired that 
Japan should make peace. We know English. 
interests which center i ite enst are suffer- 
ing. We can imagine that some of her polit- 
ical interests also may suffer and may be 
threatened. 

We think she would have every right to 
ask Japan to reconsider in her interest. 
understand that from honorable motives of 
delicacy, perhaps also of generosity to her

His first trouble in America, which he vis- 
ited about eight years ago, was when he was 
caught practicing dentistry without a license 
by agents of the American Dental associa- 
tion. He then was known as Dr. Schote, and 
he was fined 3300, which he paid and then 
disappeared. Since then he entered upon 
a campaign of marriage.

With a to children 
against the spread cf disease and at the same 
time improving the sanitation of houses in 
the congested quarters of the city, the 
board of education is planning, the estab- 
lishment of a bureau of health. 

Many of the trustees are heartily in favor 
of the plan, and H enough votes can be se- 
cured in the board the scheme will be 
put to practical experiment as soon as the 
public schools are opened for the fall term. 

The plan is to have the schools visited by 
competent medical inspectors with a view 
to learning from the school children of cases 
of iliness in their homes. As soon as infor- 
mation is obtained the afflicted household 
will be visited and every effort made to 
guard against the spread of the disease and 
also to improve the sanitary conditions. 
Teachers will be requested to report all 
cases of illness to the bureau and also the 
addresses of all houses which they have 
reason to know are not sanitary. i 


Benefits to Be Gained. 

Through the adoption of this plan the 
board hopes greatly to reduce the number of 
cases of sickness among school children and 
at the same time promote the attendance. If 
all cases of reported illness are investigated, 
it is contended, also, that the possibility of 
truancy without Getection will be reduced 
| greatly. 

The suggestion that ‘such a plan would 
work great good for the schools, the pupils, 
and the homes from which they come was 
made to the school management committee 
by the Visiting Nurses’ association. e 

In a letter to the committee Miss Harriet 
Fulmer, head of the association, requested 
permission to send a hurse to the Schley 
school, North Oakley avenue, near Potomac, 
as soon as the school opens for the fall term, 
for the purpose of securing a list of the homes 
in which there is illness. Miss Fulmer de- 
clared that she believed such a system in 
addition to reducing the amount of sickness 
among school children would promote the 
general health of the city.

No RACE SUICIDE IN BOSTON, 


SAYS STATE CENSUS CHIEF. 


Show Average of Birth Every Three 
Years. | 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 27.—{Special. ]—Chief 
Charies F. Pidgin of the state bureau, in 
charge of the census now being taken, is 
making a special inquiry to determine the 
truth of the theory so prevalent that there 
is such a thing as race suicide. There will be 
a special enumeration of all married women 
in the state to learn the exact birth rate. 

The questions will relate to age at mar- 
riage, number of children born, date of birth 
of first child, number of children of mother’s 
and grandmother's family. It is believed 
these statistics when compiled will show that 
the birth rate is about one child in each fam 
ily every three years. 

Chief Pidgin says if this is so, then race 
suicideisamyth. He declares the number of 
unmarried women in the state has a great 


influence in the apparent support of the race 


suicide theory, but that really this proves 
nothing, if the result of the inquiry among 
the married women shows what it is expected 


to. 
The question of the occupation of women 


also is being inquired into to see if this has 
any influence on the birth rate. It is believed 
this is the first systematic inquiry in any 
atate in reference to race suicide.

Division of Sakhalin Impossible.

WAR STAGE IS COMPLICATED. 


Front of Armies in Manchuria Greatly

GUNSHU PASS, Manchuria, Aug. 27.—

on Aug. 10, which resulted in retaliatory 
skirmishing, there was a checkmating of a 
wide movement of large bodies of troops 
throughout three days.

EXPLOSION WRECKS BARN,

Dies on 1 the Coast. 


Mrs. Lewis M. Meredith, c years bid, ‘of 
Oak Park, one of the missionary workers of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, died yes- 
terday in Los Angeles, Cal., where she had 
lived during the last four years. 

Mrs. Meredith was the first president of 
the northwestern branch of the Women's 
Foreign Missionary society, and for many 
years was home secretary and editor of the 
society's, quarterly.
